of theſe men in general, who delight more 
n Slaughter, then in any thing Sacred, it 
will abate much of the wonder that might 
elſe ariſe-: But let him remain as a Brand 
of everlaſting infamy to the Bloody Church 
of Rome, Who cannot be upheld but by 


ſuch Pillars ; for were not people forced 


tocomply with her blind Superiticions and 
Kolitrys, and kept in ignorance, moſt of 
her Proſelites would abandon her, and by 
this mark is ſhe known to be the Scarlet 
Whore, who makes her ſelf drunk with 
the Blood of the Saints. 
And now I will give the Reader a Fro 
ſpect of another Bloody Scene, and ſo cloſe 
upthe Tragedy of Martrologvs.  _

Fobn Bradford, a man upon whom the 
moſt malicious of the Adverfary could not

9 ſtudy, and by often Converſmng with 
1eReformed Miniſters, he grew ſo famous 
1 che days of King Edward, when the 
20fpel flouriſhed, that he gained the ge- 
1eral love of all good Chriſtians: but when 


that good King died, and a Cloud of Po- 


piſh Errors and groſs Idolatries overſpread 
the Land, he was taken and committed to 
Priſon for his Preaching at Pauls Crols to 
5p the People, by which he ſaved the 

ife of Bourn at whom the Dagger was 
hurid for Preaching a Seditious Sermon, 


as 1s recited inthe firſt year of the Queen, 


and fo was requited with evil for good : 
Leing firit committed to the Tower, and 
after to the Kings Bench, from whence 
being brought before the Piſhop of 7//- 
ebeſter, and examined often, not only by 


him, but ſeveral others who laboured all 


they cauld to prevert him ; but finding 
| they could not overcome his' Faith, they 
palied Sentence on him, and ſent him again 
tothe Counter, where he continued for 4 
long time, and a little before his Death, 
Ll had 
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had a dream of the preciſe time it ſhould 
bappen, and the manner thereof. Ar laſt 
be was Conveyed to Newgate, and from 
thence after many Temptations to ſhake 
tus Faith, he was conveyed to Smithfield, 
together with one John Leafe a Taylors 
Apprentice about 19 years of Age, whom 
he comforted and admoniſhed to be ſtrong 
in Chritt. When they came to the Stake, 
Mr. Bradford and the young man lying 
proſtrate upon the Earth, pray*d with great 
tervency, whereupon the Sheritf ( whoſe 
name was Woodroff a great encmy to t1e 
Goſpel) Commanded them to rift: and 


make an end, for the people prefled hard 


upon them, which chey obeying inſtantly, 
Mr. Bradford took up a Fagot and kitied it, 
as likewiſe the Stake, and then deliring of 
the Sheriff that his man might bave his 
Garments, which Suit being granted, he 


put them off, and going to the Stake _— 
his hands extended towards Heaven, and 


 anElevated Countenance he began to Cx- 


preſs himſelf after this manner, O England,

weary Pilgrimages were at an end, they 
ſhould arrive at the happy Haven of E- 

ternal reſt. 

Nor is it amiſs to inſert, how ſhortly 
- after the aforeſaid Sheriff was overtaken 
by Gods Judgment for his ſeverity againſt 
Clriits People, for not long after.the death 
of this: famous' Martyr, he was 1tricken

that time, Calais was ſn drained of Souldi- 
ers to help in this Expedition, that that 
Town, as moſt believe, might have been 
retaken with as little loſs, as it was gained 
before by the Duke of Guile.
